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The 1939 Midwest Centennial Baseball 
Tournament undoubtedly provided the greatest 
opportunity for semi-pro baseball clubs ever 
offered in the midwest. 

The financial returns to the clubs, the enthu- 
siastic interest and attendance exceeded any 
sectional tournament ever held in the United 
States. : 


The Midwest Baseball Tournament has по 
connection with any other tournament. It 
was a sixteen-team invitational tournament, 
and the winner is the undisputed champion of 
the midwest. The championship went to the 
fighting Brazil Black Beauty Blocks. They 
won three straight games in the final five- 
game series. 


All previous attendance records were 
smashed, thus gaining the attention of organ- 
ized baseball leaders from coast to coast. Fol- 
lowing is the four-year record of attendance: 


This attendance figure of 1939 exceeds the 
population of Terre Haute, which is 62,810. 
It completely overshadowed the great record 
of 43,705 established by the 1938 Indiana State 
Tournament, which was the most suecessful 
tournament held in America that year. 


The sixteen clubs participating this year 
were from five states, Indiana, Illinois, Ohio, 
Missouri and Kentucky. 


Mordecai “Three Finger” Brown was made 
High Commissioner of the 1939 Midwest Cen- 
tennial Baseball Tournament. His appoint- 
ment is a permanent one. Оп August "th, 
executives of major and minor leagues and 
veterans of the baseball world, joined in a 
“Mordecai Brown Night” to pay tribute to this 
immortal pitcher. Тһе occasion was the open- 
ing of the final championship series between 
Brazil and Lafayette, and a crowd of 9,000 
people jammed Memorial Stadium to make the 
biggest crowd ever to attend a baseball game 
in Terre Haute. 


The outstanding success of the tournament 
this year was more than ever before the result 
of the combined interest of newspapers, radio, 
business initiative and individual enthusiasm. 
It gave Terre Haute and the Wabash Valley all 
the thrills of high-grade baseball, and estab- 
lished this as a permanent baseball structure. 


Already officials of the AMERICAN SPORTS 
ASSOCIATION are preparing the program for 
1940. The clubs and the fans of the midwest 
have accepted the tournament as a permanent 
thing. They recognize it as a stable and power- 
ful influence in developing players and stimu- 
lating better baseball for the future, in this 
area.
